ing in dead earnest to get togethes ach side 
using conciliation, they can merge their die- 
sensions into a congenial unity of purpose 
and action. It is certainly worth trying. 
| And if we don’t do it, the cause is lost. We 
‘hud better look facts squarely in the face. 
Party division is the inevitable prelude to 
party defeat. Party success can only be 
achieved by party unity. 

In our humble judgment, the policy that 
will unite the Democracy is “ decided and 
sharp” enough for the present. 

The Lexington Press of Kentucky, a paper 
conducted with decided ability, and bitterly 
opposed to the New Departure, makes the 
following emphatic declaration of its posi- 
tion:

| by the military power of the government, 
because a fair and fertile land, fruitful of 
wise statesmanship, of splendid beroism 
and the home of a rfined social 
civilization, bas, under their operation, 
been given over to Sager and = pil- 
lage, a safe asylum for the convicted 
and unconvicted criminals of all countries 
and all races; because they have converted 
our free Confederate Republic into a miser- 
able imitation of the [aussian political sys- 
tem, with all of its vices, and none of its 
virtues; or because they have reduced the 
States to the condition of outlying provinces, 
and substituted the powerful arm of a cen- 
tral despotism for the equitable operation of 
that system of local self-government whicl: 
made us not only a free peuple, but the least 
and therefore the beat governed people in the 
world. We accept the amendments because 
we believe that a majority of the American 
people have accepted them, and acted upon 
them, as they accept and act upon the Cons- 
titution itself. The question of their legal 
validity has passed beyond the arena of pub- 
lic discussion. If the courts have jurisdiction 
let them go there for fina! adjudication. And 
this is the position of the Democratic party.” 

Here is another paragraph from the same 
piper equally positive. 

“We take the amendments as they are, 
yreat facts jn our political history, wrought 
out by the passions, the hate, and the preja- 
dices of civil war—but facts nevertheless. 
We denounced the method of their adoption. 
We refuse to recognize the legal validity or 
policy of the precedent.”

Is it the design of the writer and his ad- 
herents to have the Legislature make it a 
point to elect some man United States Sena- 
tor who is not eligible and cannot take his 
seat, for the purpose of showing Congress 
that wedo not approve of the 14th Amend- 
ment? That is useless, for it hav been made 
manifest again and again, and in divers ways 
Is it designed that the Legislature shall elect 
some ineligible man to that high position who 
cannot and will not be allowed his seat? 

In the face of existing facts, and of all 
that has transpired, that would be a suicidal 
folly. Such a course is not necessary even to 
lust the validity of the 14th Amendment. 
We would do ourselves a great harm with- 
outany equivalent good. The people of the 
State, and conservative men every where, 
have already been sadly damaged for want 
of proper Kepresentatives in Congress We 
now have the power of advancing our State, 
and aiding in the return to constitutional 
government, by the election for six years of 
a sound man who is eligible, and can partici- 
pate in the legislation of the nation. 

But we are advised to forego this—to throw 
away, or not to use the power which the peo- 
ple have placed in our hands, for useful and 
practical purposes. Are we never to har- 
monize for common defense? Shall we who 
are oppressed ai! the oppressor by a division 
among ourselves? If such an issue is forced 


on the Legislature it must cause serious dis- 
sensions ard result in additional injury, and 
vet more complications. It will make bad 
worse. The legislature is largely composed of 


practical jacn who are tired of a useless 
struggle to right ourse!ves by electing ineli- | 
vible men, and thus deprive ourselves of 
ll power in the national councils. And | 
such men are devoted to principle as is Titus, 
and with him oppose wad deplore the politi- 
cal disability fixed for 4 time upon many of 
our ablest and best men. But fortunately, we 
have able men, sound men and true men, | 
who are not onder disabilities. Let us elect | 
some one of these, and in earnest and prac- 
tically set about the correction of existing | 
evils.
